DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the filing on February 16, 2010 of a response to the 
Office Action of December 20, 2009. The application currently contains 25 claims with 
claims 1, 25 and 26 being independent. 

Response to Amendment 

The submitted correction to Paragraph 32 is accepted; the rejection of the 
specification has been withdrawn. 

The amendments to the claims have overcome the objections and 35 USC 112 
2 nd paragraph rejections; they have been withdrawn. 

The amendment to claim 26 has brought claim 26 into compliance with 35 USC 
101; the rejection of claim 26 under 35 USC 101 has been withdrawn. 

The applicant has amended claims 1 , 25 and 26 to include the features of 
allowable claim 10. The rejection of claims 1-9 and 11-26 has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art neither teaches nor reasonably suggests that in a navigation device that 
calculates and displays a representation of the actual road being traveled based on a 
route planned between two user-defined places. Where the device also displays a 
schematic view including a graphical depiction of dynamic travel information relating to 
the remainder of the entire route relative to the current location, that the graphical 
depictions are selectable graphical icons or selectable options that when touched, 
causes the device display to display relatively increased detail of the dynamic travel 
information selected.
